Terrible Accident on the 
Frisco Road, Near Sul- 
livan, Mo., Last 

: Night. 


A Passenger Train Derailed 
by Some Unknown 
Miscreants, 


Genuine English Blue Serge Suits,\, n 


Track and Nearly Fifty 
Persons Injured. 


Frightful Scenes at the Wreck 
and Among the Injured. 


Full Details of One of the Most Inhuman 
Outrages Ever Perpetrated—The Spikes 
and Fish-Plate Bolts Pulled and the 
Rail Left Loose on the Ties—Official List 
of the Woanded, as. Furnished by Chief 
Surgeon McIntyre—General Manager 
Morrill Offers a Reward of $1,000 for 
the Detection of the Train Wreckers— 

With Two of the Wound-

Interviews 
ed Passengers Who 
to St. Louis — The 
Attending Scenes Rehearsed 
by Them — St. Louis Physicians 
on Their Way Home From a Medical 
Convention Give Aid to the Sufferers—A 
Temporary Hospital at Sullivan—Strong 
Suspicion That the Wreck Was the Work 
of Train Robbers—Latest Particulars 
From the Scene of the Wreck. 


HE west-bound St. 

TI. & San Fran- 

cisco train which 

left Union Depot 

at 8:15 last night 

met with a most 

disastrous accident 

three miles west of 

Sullivan, Mo., a 

station sixty-eight 

miles from here. 

Nearly every coach 

in the train was 

smashed and 

scarcely a passen- 

ger except those 

in the sleep ing - cars escaped injury. No one 

was killed, though at least one and probably 

more will die. Some of the passengers con- 

tinued west on their journey, four of them re- 

turned to St. Louis and many are still at Sulli- 

van so dadly injured that they cannot be 

moved. They are under the care of Dr. Mo- 

Intyre of this city, the chief surgeon of the 
road. 

It was 11:25 p. m. when the accident oc- 
curred. The train was traveling at a high 
rate of speed and most of the passengers had 
already gone to sleep, while the few remain- 
ing awake were about to doso, There is a 
curve inthe road about three miles west of 
Sullivan, and when this point was reached a 
sudden jolt ana jar was felt all over the train. 
Everybody felt it and the people in the rear 
cars could hear the forward coaches rattling 
and rumbling over the ties and the crushing 
noises of cars being demolished. A creek 
is crossed by the road at that point and there 
is a steep embankment thirty feet high. Most 
of the passengers thought the train was going 
through a bridge and a feeling of horror 
chilled their blood. In an instant all the 
coaches except the two sleeping cars nad been 
thrown from the rails. People were thrown 
about in the cars in all directions, and some 
of them were thrown from the coaches and 
down the embankment. One man, 

‘WALTER DAVIDSON, 
who travels for the Westinghause Air Brake, 
was thrown right out of a window on the op- 
posite side of the coach from which he was 
sitting and sent rolling down the embankment 
to the edge of the creek. His feet were in the 
water. Another passenger on the same 
coach was tossed from the rear end of 
the car to the forward end and 
in fact men, women and children were thrown 
about promiscuously. The train proper was 
made up of a mail car, an express car, a bag- 
gage-car, a smoker, a ladies’ coach, a reciin- 
ing chair car, and two Pullman sieepers. Back 
of these sleepers were hitched five empty 
coaches of the San Antonio 4 Aransas Pass 
road, which had been picked up at some way 
station. The front truck of the first 
sleeper jumped the track, but the 
rest car. remained on 
and the rar sleeper and empty coaches de- 
hind it never left the track. Fortunately, 
there were no fires in any of the cars, and the 
jolt extinguished the lights immediately. 
Otherwise a conflagration would have been 
caused, andthere is no telling how many 
lives might have been iost. Asit was, most 
of the forward cars were smashed into smith- 
ereens and the debris thrown on both sides of 
the track. It was the worst wreck that has 
occurred in this section for a long time. 
. THE EXPLANATION 
given of it by the trainmen to the passengers 
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or have thrown the wrong train and were not 
prepared to do their work at that time. Pos- 
sibly they were in wait for the east bound 
train, which did not arrive until some hours 
later, It seems improbable, however, that 
they should not have posted tnemselves bet- 
ter in regard to the running time of the road. 
If it was the work of robbers then it must be 
inferred that they weakened. 
THE ROAD OFFICIALS 
claim it is a clear case of 
train wrecking. Dr. John H. McIntyre, the 
chief surgeon of the ’Frisco road, was coming 
up on the east bound Frisco train with bis 
wife and remained at Sullivan to attend the 
injured who had been removed there. On the 
same train with him was a large body of phy- 
sicians returning from Springfield where the 
State Medical Convention is being held, and 
they also rendered valuable assistance in Car, 
ing for the injured. Among the latter was: 
DR. RUSSELL 

mentioned in the official report, who received 
very serious hurts. He had both ears taken 
off and was otherwise injured so badly that 
he could not be brought home and is now at 
Sullivan under the care of Dr. McIntyre. He 
and the other passengers who were too badly 
hurt to be moved are at the hotel 
there, and the railroad officials have 
informed them that they will render 
them every possible assistance and defray all 
their expenses as long as they are confined 
there. They were taken to Sullivan in the 
San Antonio & Arkansas Pass cars, which 
were on the rear end of the train and in no 
way damaged. A freight locomotive was 
summoned to daul them to Sullivan. The 
brakeman of the train walked 
up there and also brought 
a physician to the scene of the injured. In 
the coaches, before reaching Sullivan, the 
passengers attended to each other as best 
they could. 

As the wreck blockaded the track, passen- 
gers had to be transferred. The east-bound 
train carried them back to Springfield and

of the wrecked train who were able to travel 
and wished to continue their journey West. 
Those who. wanted to return to St. Louis and 
were able todoso came in at 9:30 this morn- 
ing on a special train which brought 
in the east-bound passengers trans- 
ferred at the wreck. Only four people 
who wereon the wrecked train returned on 
this special. They were Walter Davidson, 
who travels forthe Westinghouse Air Brake 
and who was thrown out acar window and 
rolled down the embankment; Mr. Lipe, also 
a traveling man, who was slightly bruised 
about the right side, a lady who received a 
slight scratch over the eye, and her little 
daughter who was not hurt at all. The lady 
and her child went to their home here while 
Mr. Davidson was taken to the Lindell where 
he boards, and Mr. Lipe to Hurst’s at which 
he stops when in the city. His relatives reside 
in Little Rock, which place he calls his home, 
although he makes St. Louis his traveling 


headquarters. 
MR. DAVIDSON. 


was seen at his room at the Lindell this morn- 

ing. He presents a rather doleful sight. His 
head is a mass of cuts and gashes; ha is also 
gashed about the forehead and pres o> the 
bridge of the nose. On the back of the 
neck he has a long, ugly out 
which fust misses the jugular vein. His lets 
hip is badly cut and bruised, and two of the 
fingers of his left hand and his left wrist are 
cut. Except a gash in the right side of the 
forehead his injuries are confined to the left 
side of his body; he having evidently 

struck on that side in going through 

the window and falling. When seen this 
morning his head was wapped in bandages. 

The clothing he had worn in the accident was 

covered and olotted with blood—the coat, 

vest, trousers, shirt collar, neck tie 

and underwear. tHe had evidently 

bled most profusely. There was a 

sharp nick in the heavy case of his watch, 

showing that it had come in contact with 

some ugly missile, but it was not even 

stopped by the biow. Mr. Davidson’s 

shirt buttons were smashed flat, 

and it seems strange he was not 

more severely injured about the body, but he 

avers that there is not a bone broken, al- 

though he anticipates he will be pretty sore 
to-morrow. 

»The sleeper was so crowded last night that 

I was unable to procure a birth, he re- 

marked, so Il went in the chair car. I had 
been smoking with a fellow-passenger in the 

smoking apartment and we just left it when 
the wreck occurred. It was fortunate we did 
for that section of the car was completely de- 

molished and if we nad been in it neither of 

us would have ever lived to tell this tale. 
Aboutthree miles west of Sullivan, where 
there is a curve in the road, the accident 
occurred. It must have been just 11:25 p. m., 
for after I had picked myself up after the af- 
fair and cHmbed up the embankment, 
I looked at my watch, which had not 
stopped, and it was 11:8 o’clock. I 
know I did not spend more than five minutes 
in getting back up that embankment. I 
heard the engine and first coaches crashing 
some time before the car in which I was seated 
jumped the track, andI knew what was com- 
ing.

Dr. A. H. Ohman-Dumesnil saw the wreck 
at Sullivan. He had been attending the State 
Medical Convention at Springfield and was 
returning home. He is the trumpeter of 
Battery A, Light Artillery, N. G. M., 
and was expected by the other 
members of the Battery to beat the Fair 
Grounds with them to-day. The delay to his 
train caused by the wreck was so great that he 
did not appear at the Fair Grounds until noon. 
He said: The wreck occurred at 11:30 o’clock 
last night one mile east of 
Sullivan.

INVADING PRIVATE BRIGHTS. 

Whenever the State grants franchises or 
creates corporate agencies for the public 
benefit, its right and duty to regulate 
their affairs so as to guard the public in- 
terest, in all matters of strictly public 
concern, are unquestioned. 

The ewner of a ferry may run it as he 
pleases, or not run it at all, while it is 
maintained for his- on use and conven- 
lence only. But whenever he places it 
under State protection as a public ferry, 
he exchanges some of the rights of pri- 
vate ownership for other valuable rights, 
and it becomes the right and duty of the 
State to make him render all proper 
service to the public for a reasonable oom - 
pensation. 

This change in the rights of private 


ownership when private property is de- 


voted toa public use, in return for the 


grant of a special right or privilege, has 


been an undisputed principle of law and 
justice from a time antedating our gov- 
ernment, 

But when A, B and C, private citizens 
who have not dedicated their property to 
any public use, and have not obtained 
therefor any franchise, monopoly or grant 
of special privilege, are told by the State 
of Missouri that it shall henceforth bea 
criminal offense for them to fix, by an 
agreement among themselves, the price 
at which they will part with their prop- 
erty, whether land, labor or commodities, 
then indeed have wea new departure in 
legislation, the inauguration ofa new 
and startling public policy. 

If such. an attack on the immemorial 
rights of free citizenship, free labor and 
free trade is permitted by the Constitution 
of the State, it is because the framers of 
the Constitution assumed that no Legis- 
lature would ever dare to pass such an 


act.

Efforts To Be Made to Peaceably 
Settle the Troubles. 


The Need of Coaling Stations for the Ameri- 
can Navy in the West Indies and the Pa- 
cific Ocean—Harbor Facilities—The State 
Department View of the Matter—Secre- 
tary Tracy's Statement—The Men-of-War 
Boston and Ossippee to Sailin a Few Days 
— Mr. Nemours , Auguste’s Letter—III- 
treatment of Americans Engaged for 
Legitime’s Navy — Ex-Chief Engineer 
Plumer’s Story. 


By Telegraph to the POsT-DISPATCH. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., May 24.—The Boston 
and Ossi ppee will sall in a few days for the 
Haytian coast and the Boston will carry three 
or perhaps more than three commissioners, of 
whom Gen. Lew Wallace and ex-Consul Pack- 
ard are the only ones now settled on, charged 
by the State Department to ascertain the 
merits of the revolution which has been going 
on for some time in Hayti and to use their 
influence to secure a peaceable settiement of 
the troubles and the establishment of a gov- 
ernment which willand can maintain peace 
and order. As an incident of their work 
these commissioners will ascertain where 
on the Haytien end of the island 
of San Domingo there isa good harborfor a 
coaling station, and after a division ot the 
State and Navy Departments they will en- 
deavor to secure from the Haytien Govern- 
ment the use of such a port for that purpose. 
Now that we are to have a navy ooaling sta- 
tions become of extreme importance, partic- 
ularly inthe West Indies and inthe Pacific 
Ocean. We bave now only one important 
coaling station in the Pacific—at Honolulu— 
that at Pago-Pago in the Samoan Islands 
never so far having been putin condition to 
receive coal and stores. Mole St. Nicholas in 
the northern partof Hayti is mentioned by 
thosewho knowthe Haytien harbors as the 
best point for a United States coaling 
station. Itis the same harbor which was 
named in the falsereport ofa French treaty 
the other day, as being an objectofdesire to 
the French Government.Geor, Faphers and sea- 
men will notice that itis situate at a point 
looking out on the end oft Cuba. The State 
Department view is that the Haytien belliger- 
ents will be found ready to accept the advice 
and mediation of the United States 
and thut the appearance of the 
two United States men-of-war be- 
fore ‘Port-au-Prince twill havein jitself 
a very pacifying effect. The project of send- 
ing commissioners to Hayti has been kept a 
very close secret in the State Department, 
even the Haytien Minister here, Mr. Preston, 
having been kept in entire ignorance of it. 

OFFICIAL INFORMATION. 

Inquiry for particulars at the White House 
last evening received only the answer that the 
President had no information to give, as the 
matter was entirely in Secretary Blaine’s 
bands. As will be seen below  Secre- 
tary Tracy also professed ignorance 
of the matter. It ie natural under 
these circumstances that the reports 
which leaked out in the afternoon should 
create some little excitement in diplomatic 
circles. All the legations seen expressed 
themselves as absolutely without information 
on the matter, but all expressed surprise that 
Secretary Blaine should send out commis- 
sioners to Hayti when the Haytien Govern- 
ment has a Minister here who has long been 
the representative of his Government in this 
country and with whom negotiations could be 
conducted, and still greater surprise 
when they heard that the Secretary of 
State was doing this without notice 
to or consultation with Mr. Preston, the 
Hayten Minister. A good deal was said about 
the risx of sending important public men to 
the Haytien coast in the fever season, and es- 
pecially as the Boston and Ossippee will sail 
direct to Port-au-Prince, the Haytien capital. 
That place is wveculiarly subject to yell 
fever ofa very malignant type. But all possi- 
bie precautions will betaxen. The Boston’s 
cabin will be comfortably fitted for the per- 
manent residence of the commissioners, who 
will sleep on board and out of the 
fever influences and go ashore — dur ing 
the day. The Boston can weight anchor every 
evening and stand out to sea so as to get fresh 
breezes, returning after daylight. It is 
thought that with these precautions fever can 
be kept out of the ship and the commissioners 
can be kept in good health. 

AN INTERVIEW WITH SECRETARY TRACY.

Ill-Treatment of Americans. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disracrn. 

NEw YORK, May 23.—Geo. Plumer, ex-Chief 
Engineer of the Haytien man-of-war Dessa- 
lines, returned from Port-au-Prince, Hayti, a 
day or two ago, by the way of Charleston, 8. 
C. With him were Engineers Graham, Hughes 
and Carroll, the four being part of the con- 
tingent of eighteen officers who were sent by 
Minister Preston to Hayti onthe Atlas Line 
steamer, Andes, on March 9. Engineer Plumer 
says that from the day they arrived in Port- 


au-Prince they were half starved and sub- 
pt to most galling indignities from the 

aytien officials. As there were not sufficient 
accommodations on shore they were sent 
aboard the gun-boat La Defense, formerly 
the Belize. here they were 8 among 
alot of half starved, ragged negro soldiers 
and marines, who were in a very filthy condi- 
tion. All protests were of na avail and they 
were left un board La Defense for over a 
week. Chief Engineer Nelson, one of the 
party who was then assigned to La Defense 
with Engineer Mason as assistant, and John 
J. Graham, another engineer, were sent to St. 
Marc to take charge of the Toussaint L’ Ouver- 
ture, which lay at anchor off the harbor. 
When be arrived there he found the vessel’s 
machinery in a wretched state and her 
boiler unfit to carry steam. Her ram bow 
had been bent six feet to one side by a col- 
lision, making it utterly impossible to steer a 
straignt course under any circumstances. 
When her rudder was set straight she would 
travel in a circle. At her best her course was 
like the wriggling ofasnake. The crew were 
without food and almost naked. Mutiny was 
rife among the crew and it was all the officers 
could do to prevent the men deserting ina 
body. Mates Brown and Comer were sent 
aboard an old

Engineer Piumer says the men who were in 
his party signed a contract at the Haytien 
Consulate in this city to serve for six months. 
Captains were to receive $300, chief engineers 
$200, first assistant engineers $175, second as- 
sistant engineers $150 a month, the mates 
ranking in pay with engineers. After two 
months’ service they were notified by Gen. 
Contreras that ifthey wanted to accept one 
month’s pay and their passage home, $60 in 
American gold, they could all go home. They 
had received no money, but Gen. Contreras 
frankly told them that he had had considerable 
trouble in getting the month’s pay for them. 
He admitted that the Legitime Government 
was practically bankrupt.

FINE OUTLOOK FOR STOCKMEN, 


Never since the industry received the great- 
est blow ever dealt it—the order issued by 
President Cleveland requiring the cattlemen 
to vacate the leased lands in the Cheyenne 
reservation—have there been so many fine 
steers shipped as this year. Already during 
the shipping season the tralns on the Atchi- 
son alone have taken over 15,000 steers North, 
and shipping has not yet fairly commenced. 
„What is still more encouraging, Mr. 
Hunt went on to say.“ is the fact that scarcely 
any immature stock has been shipped this 
year. To an outsider this may seem to be a 
fact of minor importance, but to one ac- 
quainted with the business it is most signifi- 
cant of general prosperity. To see 2-year-olds 
and yearlings shipped as they have been 
during the last three years proved 
beyond doubt that the cattle own- 
ers were in most pressing need 


of money. After the first two years beef 
steers lay on flesh very rapidiy, and should 
not be sent to market before they are 4 years 
old at the least. To sell them before they are 
3 years old, can only be explained on the 
ground of necessity. 

NO IMMATURE CATTLE SHIPPED. 

Last year more than halt the cattle shipped 
from Southern Colorado and New Mexico were 
2 years old, orunder, while not one in ten 

a  4-year-old. This spring the 

is entirely different. The stock 

all matured. and in splendid 

condition. Scarcely any young steers are to 

be found, and the average weight will exceed 

by at least 200 pounds that of the three pre- 
ceding years. 

The reason for this is patent. The cattle- 
men were in debt and had to meet their notes 
atany cost. Everything had togo, and the 
result was that stock was sold at little more 
than half the priceit would have brought 
if held a couple of years longer. 
The deef- buying syndicate were not 
slow in taking advantage of this and 
lowered their rate per pound, — 
that the poor grade ot fine cattle was such as 
to compel them to do this. There was some 
truth in this plea, as a steer increases in value 
per und for everything over a certain 
weight, but the beef barons refused to pay any 
higher price for the best beef, and those who 
were not obliged to send trash to the market 
suffered with the rest. 

THE BEEF COMBINE CHANGES FRONT. 

Nov the entire situation is changed. Many 
stockmen, it is true, have been ruined, but the 
process of liquidation is at last practically 
complete and there is no necesstty of hurry- 
ing er Will sell at any weien te 
the market. he co uence is that a much 
better type of cattle are being shipped andthe 
stockmen are not obliged to make the sacri- 
floss that have gone far toward throwing 
three-quarters of them into bankruptcy. The 
stripping of the ranges was not altogether a 
disadvantage, as they have been terribly 
overcrowded. One of the most marked ad- 
vantages which the cattlemen have 
obtained has been the altered bear- 
ing toward them of the Chicago 
purchasers, representing the great dressed 
beef houses. I have just came from that city 
and know what I am talking about. Last 
year they had matters in their own bands, and 
dictated terms. But the legislative con- 
ference held in St. Louis has had a great 
effect, and the adoption ofa hoof inspection 
law by the Minnesota Legislature shows the 
beef barons what they have to expect if they 
continue their high-handed course. Every- 
one recognizes the fact that the pre- 
vention of the introduction of diseased 
meat by the hoof inspection law is merely a 
pretext, the real object being to break upa 
monopoly. If there is no necessity for this, 
there will de no inspection laws passed by 
other States, and in view of this fact the 
Chicago packing- houses have decidedly raised 
their prices, and manifested a spirit of ac- 
commodation they never exhibited before. 
They are trying to prevent the passage of 
1 prohibitory laws, and will succeed

TROUBLE AT GUTHKIE. 


A Riot Over the Ejectment of an Unsuc- 
cessful Claimant. 


GUTHRIE, I. T., May 24.—The soldiers were 
yesterday called outfor the first time since 
the opening of Oklahoma, and for several 
hours the city of Guthrie was practically 
under martiallaw. The meetings held every 
night fora week by the men who lest their 
lots through contests and the opening of 
streets culminated in a riot yesterday. One 
of the best lots in Guthrie was awarded 


by the Board of Arbitration to aman named 
Driscoll of Chicago. An old man by the name 
of Diemer of Kansas occupied the front of the 
same lot with atent. Driscoll erected a build- 
ing on rollers, ready to shove it to the front 
as soon as Diemer should vacate, Recently 
the Council passed an ordinance empowering 
the Marshal to eject every person whose claim 
foralot had been rejected by the Arbitration 
Board. This, put to execution, would affect 
over a thousand persons. The city govern- 
ment made a test case of the Driscoli- Diemer 
contest. The Marshal proceeded to remove 
Diemer and histent. Immediately a mob of 
1,200 men collected and drove the Marshal 
away. The mob was about to attack 
the City Hall, when Capt. Cavanagh 
arrived upon the scene and dispersed them, 
after which the city authorities resumed the 
work of ejecting Diemer. Diemer fought like 
a tiger, and had to be dragged from his tent to 
the street. Driscoll's pu&ding was rolled for- 
* The mob attempted to tear the house 
to pleces, but this time the authorities were 
able to repulse the angry men without the aid 
of soldiers. Last night soldiers guarded the 
principal streets, and more trouble is antici- 

ated when the work of ejectment is again 

un.
